where Haringey Council was holding a full 
meeting of the borough’s councillors. Council 
officers have estimated they will need to 
make £60million of cuts over the next four 
years, with HAPS representatives warning it 
will “prove devastating” for all sections of the 
community if they go unchallenged. 

Michelle Lawson, HAPS publicity officer, 
said the cuts were “not inevitable”. 

She added: “The government’s propaganda 
and myths are being increasingly challenged 
as local campaigns like ours spring up 
throughout the country.” 

At the rally, on October 18, protesters urged 
councillors to demand adequate government 
funding, reject privatisation and refuse to 
implement cuts - or resign. 

Joan Curtis, of Haringey Friends Of Parks 
Forum, helped organise the rally. 

She said: “Friends of parks groups have 
worked hard to rescue our local green spaces 
from the scandalous state they got in after 
government cuts in the 1980s. We must not let 
this happen again and urge all residents to 
speak out.” 

Keith Flett, of Haringey Trades Union Con¬ 
gress, warned that Haringey could return to 
the “social turmoil” of the 1980s without a 
determined effort by residents and politicians. 

He said: “The CSP attacked a range of ben¬ 
efits designed to keep low income people’s

“heads above the water” and with Tottenham 
suffering the highest jobless rate in London at 
7.7 per cent with just a few hundred job 
vacancies, attacking benefits can quickly lead 
to real problems. 

“There will be real pressure on council jobs 
and services and while George Osborne 
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A BOXING club in Tottenham 
which coaxes disaffected 
youngsters from lives of crime 
and gangs will become “seriously 
curtailed” due to funding cuts. 

Haringey Police Community 
Amateur Boxing Club, based at 
Tottenham Community Sports 
Centre in High Road, may lose its 
funding from both Haringey Police 
and Haringey Council’s Safer 
Communities fund after cuts to 
both police and local authorities 
were announced last week. 

Hundreds of young people from 
Haringey who have had brushes 
with the law, as well as those 
battling drug and alcohol 
addiction, have found refuge in 
the club and learned how to 
channel their aggression toward 
something positive with the help of 
police constables Gerry Willmott 
and Kenny Marsh. 

PC Marsh, who was awarded an 
MBE alongside PC Willmott in 
January for his work, told the 
Advertiser the pair were “feeling 
raw” after hearing the news. 

He said: “We are looking at 
having nearly everything cut when 
we have built up such an 
incredible rapport with the youth. 
We’ve reduced localised robbery 
and crime and built this club up 
from nothing. I understand we 
have to make savings but this is 
daunting - it is so short-sighted. 

“I’ve got a nice house and a 
pension but that isn’t why I do this. 
I do this because it’s about kids 
who don’t have anything. We’re 
not talking about huge amounts of

money, about breaking the bank. 

“To have it slashed will curtail 
what we do so much.” 

Though he vowed to keep the 
club afloat with his own money 
rather than see it go under, PC 
Marsh predicted that much of 
their outreach and community 
work would come to an end. 

“We run sessions throughout the 
summer holidays and at half- 
terms. This means we’re helping 
30 kids a day who aren’t out on 
the streets. It’s the outreach and 
youth diversion stuff which costs 
money but which really deals with 
the issues out there,” he said. 

PC Marsh plans to sit down with 
his colleagues and discuss the 
club’s future but discussions will 
have to wait until the club returns 
from Ghana. Young boxers flew 
out to compete in tournaments 
in the West African country 
yesterday with £1,500 worth 
of kit as a gift to their hosts. 

Ten boxers will be taking the kit, 
which includes 30 pairs of gloves, 
six head-guards, 40 mouth¬ 
guards, 40 wraps and 60 T-shirts, 
as well as some new lights and a 
new canvas for the boxing ring 



they donated to the Ghanaian 
Boxing Federation when they flew 
out to compete there in 2008. 

Haringey middleweight boxer 
Chavez Campbell, 17, who will be 
fighting in the tournaments, said: 

“I was kicked out of school for 
fighting and keeping bad company 
when I was 12. I started getting 
into more trouble and got arrested. 
I got referred to the boxing club - 
that’s when the bad stuff stopped. 

I concentrated on my boxing 


and now, I think before I act.” 

A council spokeswoman said the 
Area Based Grant had been cut by 
the government, so the partnership 
would unfortunately not be able to 
offer funds to the club next year. 

A spokeswoman for Haringey 
Police said: “We are still looking 
at a number of avenues regarding 
funding, nothing has been 
finalised at this time.”

The pool at Chestnuts Pri¬ 
mary School, in Black Boy Lane, 
Tottenham, is not currently being 
used and will be completely reno¬ 
vated. And pupils at South Harringay 
Junior School, in Mattison Road, will 
enjoy benefits from building work as 


well as improvements to the heating 
system and changing rooms. 

Councillor Dilek Dogus, cabinet 
member for adults and community 
services at Haringey Council, said: 
“This grant will mean that local pools 
will offer even better facilities for 
people across the borough. We have 
set ambitious targets to get more 
people to swim - it’s great fun and 
helps people stay fit and well.” 

The council plans to have 4,000 


new adult swimmers within the next 
two years and to double the number of 
junior swimmers. 

Coolhurst Lawn Tennis and Squash 
Club in Coolhurst Road, Crouch End, 
also received a grant of £100,000 to 
pay for new squash courts, a viewing 
gallery and gym. And TreeHouse 
National Centre for Autism Educa¬ 
tion, in Woodside Avenue, Muswell 
Hill, received £21,327 toward creat¬ 
ing safe space outdoors for adults and 


children with autism to play sport. 

There is a big shortfall in sporting 
facilities compared to demand in Lon¬ 
don with the city’s sports halls over¬ 
subscribed by more than 25 per cent. 

Boris Johnson said: “We are fast 
approaching the build-up to the 2012 
Games and we want to harness this 
opportunity to improve sporting facil¬ 
ities throughout Haringey and encour¬ 
age many more people into sport for 
generations to come.”

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Student jailed for raid on jewellers 


A PROMISING student from Tottenham has 
been jailed for 20 months after he attempted 
to rob a jewellers in Haringey, terrifying staff 
by smashing up counters. 

Emanuel Fekadu, 19, of Gloucester Road, 
admitted attempted robbery at Wood Green 
Crown Court on September 28 this year and 
was sentenced last week. 

The court heard that Fekadu was an 
accomplished student and had been due to 
enrol at university, but was unemployed when 
he decided to launch the attack. 

He was among a group of four which 
entered the shop on September 19 this year 
and pulled out a hammer, smashing the glass 
counters containing the jewellery. The 
manager of the shop grabbed Fekadu and 
managed to keep hold of him until police 
arrived while the three other suspects fled 


empty-handed. The manager was granted a 
£500 award by the judge for his bravery. 

Investigating officer, Detective Constable 
Rob McGee said: “I would like to thank the 
members of public for their heroic efforts in 
detaining this offender who sought to cause 
fear by using a hammer to violently smash 
up the display cabinets leaving a female 
member of staff terrified by the incident. 

“We continue to seek the outstanding 
suspects whose attempt to rob the venue was 
thwarted by the brave actions of the manager 
and we are keen to hear from anyone with 
information.” 

The outstanding suspects, are described 
as black and as wearing hooded tops at the 
time of the robbery.

Widow and son appear in Crimewatch appeal

THE family of murdered PC Blakelock have 
spoken out about his death for the first 
time in what they describe as “our 
last chance for justice”. 

PC Blakelock’s widow 
Elizabeth and son Lee 
appeared in a Crime- 
watch appeal, aired on 
BBC 1 last night, 25 
years on since he was 
hacked to death 
during riots on 
the Broadwater 
Farm Estate in 
Tottenham. 

Lee Blakelock, 
who was just eight 
when his father 
was murdered and 
is now a police 
officer himself, 
said his family 
needed answers. 

“Twenty-five years 
doesn’t make the pain 
go away, it will be with 
us forever. Justice won’t 
bring our dad back but 
justice needs to be seen,” he 
told the programme. 

“Memories, as time goes on, slide 
away a little bit but he was a very funny, very 
“dadsy” dad. Really just a fun, rough-and- 
tumble dad,” he recalled. 

Father-of-three PC Blakelock was attacked 
alongside his colleague PC Richard Coombes 
by a machete-wielding mob when violence 
escalated, sparked by the death of 49-year-old 
Cynthia Jarrett who collapsed after a police 
raid on her home. The Crimewatch programme 
contained a detailed reconstruction of the 


scene on October 6, 1985, featuring 34 actors 
and filmed at a police specialist training centre. 
Also featured on the programme was PC 
Blakelock’s widow Elizabeth. 

She said: “I know it was the uniform 
that they were attacking that night, 
but there was a father and a hus¬ 
band inside that uniform and 
they killed him. 

“He didn’t stand a chance. 
He was armed with just a 
small truncheon and a 
shield. He was a home 
beat officer, he wasn’t 
a riot officer. But he 
was called on to do a 
duty and he did it and 
he gave the ultimate 
sacrifice for doing 
that.” 

Ten people have been 
arrested this year so 
far and police said they 
building a 
“clearer picture” of 
what happened. 



BABY Peter Connelly died due to the 
incompetence of almost every member 
of staff who came into contact with him, 
according to a newly-published report. 

The toddler’s death in August 2007 was 
caused by failings by social workers, 
doctors, police and lawyers. 

The serious case review into his death, 
published in full for the first time 
yesterday, said the “practice of the 
majority, both individually and collectively 
- was incompetent”. The report also said 
his “horrifying death” could and should 
have been prevented. 

Meanwhile, two former social workers in 
Haringey who lost their jobs following the 
death of Baby Peter have lost their claim 
for unfair dismissal. 

Gillie Christou and Maria Ward had 
complained they were sacked unfairly by 
Haringey Council following a public 
outcry about how the 17-month-old died 
in terrible circumstances. But the tribunal 
dismissed their claim and said the council 
had acted fairly after failings in the care

Peter Connelly suffered more than 50 
injuries despite being on the at-risk 
register and receiving 60 visits from 
health professionals over eight months.

Man guilty of slashing musician in the neck

A MAN from Finsbury Park has been convicted 
of slashing musician Professor Green in the neck 
with a piece of broken glass. 

Anthony Sue-Patt Jones, 25, of Woodbury 
Down Estate, was found guilty of GBH with 
intent at Snaresbrook Crown Court on Friday 
after attacking the rap artist, whose real name is 
Stephen Manderson, in 2009. 

The incident took place outside Cargo night¬ 
club in Rivington Street, Shoreditch, in the early 
hours of May 23. 

He was treated by patrolling officers after 
being stabbed in the neck with glass, suffering a 
deep cut to his throat. 

He was taken to a hospital in east London 


where he was treated for the injuries. 

Three men were arrested following the inci¬ 
dent. Two were later released with no further 
action and the third, Jones, was charged with 
GBH with intent. 

Hackney-born Professor Green released his 
debut album Alive ‘Till I’m Dead in July this 
year. It features guest vocals from the likes of 
Lily Allen and Labrinth. He also toured with the 
American rapper The Game. 

Professor Green had the word “lucky” tattooed 
on his neck two weeks previously. He told a 
newspaper he thought he was going to die 
following the stabbing. 

“I phoned my nan and my mum and I said 
goodbye. I thought, if it’s my time, I’m not going 
to go out crying and screaming,” he said. 


Gang member jailed after gun attack 


A DECORATOR who fired a 
sub-machine gun into a car 
in Tottenham has been jailed 
indefinitely. 

Yusuf Arslan, 20, of Oxford 
Close, Edmonton, will serve 
at least 11 years after he 
opened fire into a rival 
gang member’s car with a 
sub-machine gun in 2009. 
Two men were driving 
along Landsdowne Road 
on September 20 when their 
path was blocked by a 
silver Vauxhall Corsa. 

A court heard how Arslan 
jumped from the passenger 
seat and opened fire, shoot¬ 


ing one victim in the arm. 

He was arrested after 
armed police stopped a taxi 
he was travelling in and 
found him to be in possession 
of a snubnose revolver and 
wearing a bulletproof vest. 

Arslan was found guilty of 
two counts of attempted 
murder, two counts of having 
a firearm with intent to 
endanger life and a count of 
possessing ammunition with 
intent to endanger life. 

He was sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court 
on October 21.

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Heroin addict who 
managed to start 
recovering following 
a spell in prison 
now wants to help 
others to quit drugs

A HEROIN addict from Tottenham 
who started taking drugs at the 
age of 13 has spoken out about 
his struggle in a bid to deter oth¬ 
ers from a miserable life of sub¬ 
stance abuse. 

Mark, 37, admits he has had “chance after 
chance” to get clean but only a spell in prison 
last year finally convinced him that he had to 
turn his life around. He is now on methadone, 
a heroin replacement, and is trying to find a 
job with the help of DASH - Drug Advice 
Service Haringey, which since September has 
operated from a specialist centre based at St 
Ann’s Hospital. 

Mark explained to the Advertiser how his 
descent into drugs began. He said: “I started 
off taking cannabis when I was about 13, liv¬ 
ing just outside Motherwell in Scotland. 

“I came to London when I was 17 and I did¬ 
n’t drink or take any hard drugs until I was 
about 21 and started dabbling in coke and 
ecstasy. Then I got to 24 and tried heroin one 
weekend. 

“It went from doing it occasionally at the 
weekend to taking it during the week too 
until, eventually, I was hooked. Now I’ve been 
on heroin for 14 years. 

“I was sofa-surfing, staying with friends or 
living in squats with other drug users and then 
I got caught for a burglary and was jailed for 
five years. 

“I’ve been on methadone since I got out in 
December and this time I’m really trying to 
make it work. 

“I know what it’s like to be behind a locked 
door and clucking. I really don’t have another 
prison sentence in me.” 

He struggled to find words to explain how 
difficult he has found it to wrench himself 
away from his habit once becoming hooked, 
despite everything it has cost. Mark admitted 
he has lost friends and family members over 
his drug-use and described as a turning point 
finding out, while he was in prison, that his 
nephew had died and being unable to attend 
his funeral. 

But he insisted that drug users need to find 
their own way to a decision to give up, saying 
it is impossible for others to persuade them 
from their addictions before they’re ready. 

“It takes a lot for someone to admit they 
have a problem - but it has to come from 
within,” he said. 

“You can have the whole world telling you 
what to do or you can have nobody, but there 
has to be help available when you do get to 
that point. 

“Drug addicts can be charming and can 
twist people round their little finger and tell

them what they want to hear. But they can be 
looking at your handbag at the same time, 
thinking how can I get that £20 note out? 

“For me, the fun part of taking drugs has 
gone. Before, if I didn’t have drugs I wouldn’t 
be happy but now, even with drugs, I’m not 
happy. No matter where you go you see peo¬ 
ple on drugs. You can sense them miles away. 
You try and keep yourself to yourself but 
there is nothing worse than sitting in your 
house with money in your pocket, thinking 
and thinking and thinking. 

“If I pick up the phone today and ask for 
emergency help there will be at least a four- 
week waiting list, but if I go out and smash a 
window, the police will refer me tomorrow. I 
could be dead in four weeks. Something about 
that has to be changed.” 

H OWEVER Mark described his key 
worker, part of the DASH scheme, as a 
“diamond” and said he was immensely 
grateful to her for sticking by him against 
the odds. 

He completed an NVQ in advice and guid¬ 
ance while behind bars and also volunteered 
to help other inmates battling similar addic¬ 
tions. He is now living with a friend who is 
also clean, looking for a place in a hostel in a 
bid to become more independent, and is 
working hard to find employment though he 
is finding it even more difficult than most in 
the current financial climate. 

“I’m definitely feeling positive about the 
future,” he said. 

“A bad day on the outside is a million times 
better than a good day in jail. That’s what I 
keep reminding myself. I can open the door 
and go on a walk whenever I want. Inside 
you’re told when to eat, when to sleep, when 
to s**t. 

“My biggest regret is picking up drugs in 
the first place. I was an assistant manager of a 
heating company; I had a company car, it was 
a steady suit-and-tie job. I’m fortunate that 
I’ve experienced life before drugs so I know 
what it can be like. 

“And I will do it, God willing.”

NEVER has a film so made me want 
to up sticks and move to America’s 
west coast. 

But drenched in Californian sun¬ 
shine, this warm and witty indie 
comedy is so beautifully shot it has 
me longing for its blue skies. 

Julianne Moore and Annette Ben¬ 
ing play the middle-aged lesbian 
parents of two teenagers, born from 
a single sperm donor in the 1990s. 

But as their daughter Joni gets 
ready to start university, she and her 
brother have become curious about 
their genetic roots and they seek 
out their biological father. 

Enter Mark Ruffalo as the 
bohemian restaurateur with the 
easy manner and laid-back charm 
who disrupts the family’s cosy, 
suburban life. 

Everything about this movie rings 
true from its faultless cast, headed 
by Annette Bening and Julianne 
Moore, to its dialogue, peppered 
with hesitations and awkward 
pauses and rarely has such a con¬ 


vincing family appeared on screen. 

Much of the action takes place 
over the dinner table and the film 
has a gentle, leisurely pace, but the 
sharp dialogue, littered with subtle 
jokes about families, friends and 
organic food, and the superb acting 
keep the viewer engaged. 

Much of the publicity surrounding 
this movie has centred on the real¬ 
istic portrayal of a lesbian couple 
and both Moore as the flighty Jules 
and Nic as the uptight Nic are both 
utterly convincing. 

But praise should also go to the 
younger cast members as Mia 


Wasikowska and Josh Hutcherson 
hold their own against the acting 
heavyweights and make 
completely believable teenagers. 

Director and co writer Lisa 
Cholodenko never patronises the 
audience and brings us a group of 
fully rounded characters we can all 
identify with as we laugh with and 
at them at the same time. 

I long to sit round a table on a 
warm summer evening sipping a 
glass of red wine with this family. 
Happily, watching this sweet and 
intelligent movie is almost as good.

BALE TOLD TO 
TAKE A BREAK

MAN of the moment Gareth Bale has 
been ordered by manager Harry Red- 
knapp to rest this week as Tottenham 
Hotspur gear up for their most important 
few days of the season to date. 

Redknapp admitted after Bale’s stun¬ 
ning Champions League hat-trick against 
Inter Milan in the San Siro last week 
that the Welshman was tired, but he still 
played the full 90 minutes in Saturday’s 
1-1 Premier League draw against Everton. 

And, with a trip to reigning champions 
Manchester United to come on Saturday 
before Spurs host Inter on Tuesday 
(7.45pm), Redknapp has told Bale to 
take a break to ensure he is fully pre¬ 
pared for the matches. 

“It will be good to give Gareth a couple 
of extra days off,” he said. “I think the 
kid needs it. He’s probably going to go 
away for three or four days and we’ll get 
him in Thursday morning. It’ll do him 
the world of good. 

“He’s tired because he runs miles every 
game. He had two tough matches with 
Wales and some tough games with us.” 


Redknapp admitted that Spurs had 
been forced to work hard for their point 
against resurgent Everton on Saturday. 

Leighton Baines fired the visitors into 
the lead with a stunning free-kick, but 
Rafael Van der Vaart continued his 
remarkable record of scoring in every 
match he has played for Tottenham at 
White Hart Lane by capitalising on a 
rare error from keeper Tim Howard to 
score an almost immediate equaliser. 

“You don’t get an easy game with 
Everton,” the boss said. “They’re always 
tough opposition. 

“They’re starting to get on a roll, which 
they do every year. They make it hard 
for you. They get around you, they close 
you down.” 

Meanwhile, Spurs are hopeful that 
Jermain Defoe will be able to return to 
action by the end of next month. 

The striker was initially expected to 
be sidelined until Christmas after under¬ 
going ankle surgery last month, but he 
has made a rapid recovery and could be 
back in time for the home Champions 
League clash against Werder Bremen on 
November 24. 



Win takes Boro’ 
into the top ten 

A MUCH-IMPROVED second-half 
performance helped Haringey Borough 
to claim a 2-1 win at Stotfold on 
Saturday to climb up to tenth place in 
the Molten Spartan Premier Division.
